FOUND DEAD. 


Paulng: of Congressman Shaw, Former 


Commander of Grand Army. 


•Washington, Feb. 11.—Albert D. 


Shaw of Watertown, N. T., formerly 
Commander-in-chief 
of 
the 
Grand 


Army, was found dead at his room at 
the Riggs House. A physician sum- 
moned immediately after tho discovery 
of the body pronounced death <itie to 
apoplexy. Colonel Shaw had returned 
from a banquet at the Ebbitt House in 
bonor of his successor. General Leo 
Rasieur, and before he left the banquet 
hall had responded eloquently to a 
toast. After his return to the hotel 
Colonel Shaw asked for hot water, 
complaining of indigestion. Thu water 
was brought to him and that was the 
last seen of him alive. 


Colonel Shaw was born in Lyrae, N. 


Y., Dec". 27, 1841. He served a term of 
enlistment in the Thirty-fifth New- 
York volunteers, and as a special agent 
of the war department at provost mar- 
shal headquarters during thecivt; war. 
Later he was a member of 'Ure state 
assembly for one term, was appointed 
consul to Toronto in 1S68 and promot- 
ed to Manchester, England, in 1878, 
from which latter place he was re- 
moved by President Cleveland in 1S83. 
for being "an offensive partisan." Aft- 
erward he filled the office of depart- 
ment commander of the Grand Army 
for the state of New York, comman- 
der-in-cliiCi of the national body and 
a representative in congress, succeed- 
ing the late G. A. Chickering, who met 
a tragic, J -ah m >e \ loik

General Dewet personally 
commanded the Boers. Eventually the 
British force returned to Bloemfontein. 


The Jllgbty Dcwer, 


Cape ToTv-a, Fob. 11. —- The British, 


force directed against Christian De- 
vet's commando included seven col- 
umns, under Knox, Hamilton, Ma> 
well. White, Pilcher and Crewe. They 
hoped to force Dewet upon the British 
corps concentrated on Orange river. 
The Boers, under cover oE 3. detached 
comtoando, swung westward and cap- 
tured a "pompom" from Major Crewe, 
and t>y crossing the railway between 
Springfontein and Endenburg evaded 
the British concentration.

Reasons For Differences In Tint 


Coin* of French Jllntncre. 


Some time aiso .1 Frenchman pin ml 


together a. number of jrolci coins of 
French mintage of the beginning, mid- 
dle and end of the last century. lies 
was much surprised to see that they 
differed in color. He set about finding 
out the reasons for this difference, und 
the results of his investigations have , 
been published in La Nature.

There is a. paleness about the yellow • 


of the 10 und 20 franc pieces which 
boar tbe efflgles of Napoleon 1 and 
Louis XVIII that is not observed In 
the goldpleces of later mintage. One 
admirer of these coins speaks of their 
color ns a "beautiful paleness" and ex- 
presses regret that it is lacking in later 
coins. 
The explanation of it is very 


simple. ThenHoy that entered into the 
French gold coins of those days con- 
tained as much silver as copper, nnd.lt 
was the silver that gave tbe coins tliplr. 
interesting paleness.

The coins of the era of Napoleon III 


were niorc golden in hue. Tbe silver:'

The sold coins of today have a still ] 


•warmer and deeper tinge of yellow, j 
Tliis is because the Paris mint as well j 
as that in London, melts the gold and 
the copper alloy in hermetically sealed 
boxes, which prevents the copper from 
being pomcwbat bleached, ns it always 
Is when It is attacked by hot air. So ; 
the present coins have the full warm- j 
ness of. tint tbat n copper alloy can 
give. 


If the coins of today are not so hand- 


some in the opinion of amateur collect- 
ors as those issued by the first Napo- j 
Icon, they are superior to those of el-1 
tlier o* the Napoleons In the fact that j 
It costs less to make them. The double 
operation of toe oxidation of the copper 
and cleaning it off the surface of the 
coin with ncitls is no longer employed, 
and the largs elimination of copper 
from the surface of the coins, formerly 
practiced, mode them less resistant un- 
der wear and tear than are the coins 
now in circulation.
